Thc investing public, which is the owner of the securities of the 


utilities. 


(e)

ity, the public and the investor, all centered in the company will present a new 
angle from which to consider the responsibility of each of the parties to the 
other, the benefits to all through proper co-operation and the hardships which 
some must endure in the absence of such co-operation.

ENFORCING PROHIBITION 


G 


Ov'UKNOIl DOXAIIEY having fired more than 100 state pro- 
hibition card men, following the promulgation of an official 


ruling by Attorney General C. C. Crabbe that they are illegal, un- 
lawful and unauthorized unless paid by the state as "temporary 
inspectors," a new problem has presented itself for State Prohi- 
bition Commissioner B. F. McDonald to work out. 


McDonald admits that the dismissal of the card men will re- 


sult in hampering enforcement of the dry laws, unless means 
can be found to delegate rnen to take their places, but he is 
agreed with the governor and the attorney general that fine and 
fee splitting for the purpose of remunerating card men is wrong. 
Crabbe declares it to be the violation of one law to enforce an- 
other. 


The Lima No\\s believes in law enforcement, but applauds 


the effort put forth to do away with illegal enforcement. Such 
a procedure only incites contempt for law, and in the end does 
more harm than good. 
Perusing the Miller law, under which 


McDonald inherited a list of card men from his 
predecessor, 


Judge Don. V. Parker, under the.Covcrnor Davis administration, 
the suggestion is here made that Governor Donahey and his pro- 
hibition commissioner adhere to the spirit and letter of that law, 
using 20 regular inspectors, salaried by the state, to see to it that 
local officials enforce the prohibition laws, without the ajd of 
commercialized agents. 


It Is further suggested that until such time as the legisla- 


ture changes the law and provides an appropriation for the em- 
ployment of additional enforcement officers, that the regular in- 
spectors confine their operations to using leverage on local offic- 
ials, as the Miller law Intends, and in cases where there is laxity, 
the offending local officials be "hauled over the coals" by the 
prohibition commissioner, or fired by the governor if they con- 
tinue to fail, refuse or neglect to do their duty. We believe this 
method will obtain better results and restore respect for law.
